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1-405 Traffic Is Getting Worse

« Bad traffic

— Drivers on 1-405 experience some of the worst traffic in
the state, up to eight hours of congestion each day

— Today the southbound I-405 HOV lane drops below 45
mph 200 days out of the year and 1-405 HOV lanes are
congested 60 percent of weekdays

— By 2030, employment will grow by 50 percent and the
area will see 25 percent more residents

e Crowded HOV Lanes

— 1-405 HOV lanes are not meeting state and federal
requirements to operate at 45 mph 90 percent of the time
during peak hours

— 1-405 HOV lanes are often just as congested as the
regular lanes

« Transit Suffers

— Congested lanes significantly delay transit trips and
reduce reliability
